Two men 
lost their lives in New’ Jersey. 
More than 30,000 acres of pine bar­ 
rens were burned by a fire which is 
believed 
to have destroyed Lincoln 
Heights, a Negro community in New' 
Jersey, and gutted a dozen buildings 
in Barnegat. 
Checked in Barnegat, 
the fire destroyed two farm houses In 
W aretown. 
Causing 
the 
death of 
Frank Eayres, 50-year-old farmer. 
Tw'o Barnegat .firemen were burned 
seriously aud VincwKl-Claytou, a coast 
guardsmen, died frdfn injuries sustain­ 
ed while fighting the fire. 
Every available fireman from Barne­ 
gat to Red Bank, 65 miles away, coast
